The Soviets have organized three Air Force armies with long-range 
striking power, The commanding officer of the three armies is Air 
Force Marshgl Golovanov, whose headquarters is at Smolensk. The 

first of these armies also has its headquarters at Smolensk and is 
under the direct command of Marshal Golovanov. The second army is 
commanded by General Rudakov, with headquarters at Khabarovsk. 

The third army is commanded by General Strunikov, with headquarters 

at Umagne, near Kiev, The strategic center of these armies is actually 
at Irkutsk, which is also the training center, The Soviets are short 
of pilots to fill the ranks of these armies.
